The action specifically stated, 
on page 3, "Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. § 121 to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable..." In response, applicant elected species of IgG and position 
332E (see Response to Election/Restriction filed 12/13/2005), the elected species have been given effect and examined fully with claims 
drawn to non-elected species held withdrawn from further consideration; these elected species have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
first paragraph in both first Office Action on the Merits (see Office Action mailed 04/14/2006) and the Final Rejection (see Office Action 
mailed 1 1/16/2006). Because no generic claim was found allowable, the prior art search will not be extended unnecessarily to cover all 
nonelected species after the Final rejection. See MPEP 803.02.
